Note Incorporation of Company

Philadelphia Investors Ltd the Company operates in Pennsylvania as an introducing securities

broker-dealer in which securities transactions orders for customers are placed through regional

clearing agent the Pershing Division of Donaldson Lulkin Jenrette Pershing on fully

disclosed basis The Company does not hold securities on behalf of customers and did not carry

margin accounts at the year end

The Company operates under the provisions of Paragraph k2ii of rule 15c3-3 of the Securities

and Exchange Commission and accordingly is exempt from the remaining provisions of that rule

Essentially the requirements of Paragraph k2ii provide that the Company clear all transactions

on behalf of customers on fully disclosed basis with clearing broker-dealer and promptly

transmit all customers funds and securities to the clearing broker-dealer The clearing broker-

dealer carries all of the accounts of the customers and maintains and preserves all related books

and records as are customarily kept by clearing broker-dealer

Note Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

Proprietary and customer security transactions commissions and related expenses are recorded on

settlement date basis which does not differ materially from the trade date

Marketable securities owned consisting of equity securities are valued at market value The

resulting differences between cost and market are included in the statement of operations

The Company is depreciating its furniture and equipment which is carried at cost using the

straight-line method over periods ranging from three to seven years

The Company with the consent of its stockholder elected to have its income taxed under the

Corporation provisions of the Internal Revenue Code and Pennsylvania Corporation regulations

which provide that in lieu of corporate income taxes the stockholder is taxed on the Companys

taxable income Therefore no provision or liability for federal or state income taxes is reflected

in the financial statements of the Company

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted

in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect

the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at
